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Time Extended 
For Testing Cars 


With an overwielming flood of safe ' 
vehicles pouring into the official test- ; 
ing centres for ins;ections and identi- 
flying windshield stickers in every 
section of Alberta, it is proving 
impossible for the garages and ser- 
vic: stations to keep pace with the 
unexpected deluge, officials of the 
Alberta Safety Council announced, 
As a result it has become imperativa 
that the compulsory inspections by 
R.C.M.P. and other police throughout 
the province be postponed in order to 
give testing centres an opportunity 
to catch up with the voluntary in- 
spections being requested by the 
owners of safe cars and trucks an- 
xious to co-operate in the aims of Can- 
ada’s first province wide vehicle in- 
spection campaign. 

Aim of the campaign is to have 
every safe vehicle identified with 
one of the official stickers so police 
can for the first time effectively con- 
centrate their inspection efforts on 
the. dangerously. upsafe  ve/ijicles, 
which last year are estimated to have 
accounted for approximately 20 traf- 
fic fatalities in Alberta alone. 

Another two wecks is, tiierefore, 
being made available for the volun- 
tary phase of the drive, and the com- 
pulsory police inspections wil] com- 
mence Monday, May 15 instead of 
May ist, as originally planned and 
announced in previous news releas- 
es by the Alberta Safzty Council. 

‘The statement says: “The co-oper- 
ating garages and service stations 
are performing an important and 
large scale operation in making, vol- 
untary phase of this campaign 
Mossible, and th2 public, is requested 
to bear with them if the necessary 
inspections cannot be carried out 
immediately. With full co-operation 
from the public and the testing cen- 
tres police believe it will be poss- 
ible this year to complete successfully 
the first province-wide vehicle _in- 
apection campaign ever undertakjn 
Canada, which will do much to m&ke 
Albv:rta one of ‘the safest provinces 
ip the Dominion.” 

(With many hand brakes on motor 
vehicles in Alberta being in various 
stages of effectiveness with ade 
quate repairs on some models be- 
ing impossible officials of the Albert. 
Bafety Council tave been asked by) 
both testing centres and motorists tc 
clarify this situation as much as 
possible insofar as it is affected by 
the present province-wide vehicl2 in- 
spection campaign. As a result they 
have issued the following statement: 

“While the Vehicles and Highway 
Traffic Act deals specifically witn 
the functions of tie hand, or park- 
ing brake on motor vehicles operat- 
{ng in the province, testing cen- 
tres are being asked by the Alberta 
Safety Council to give particular at- 
tention to the service or operating, 
brakes which must be able to stop a 
veluicle within 20 feet at 20 miles an 
hour for four wheel brakes and forty 
feet for two wheel brakes. 

“The main object of the province 
wide campaign is to make sure every 
vehicle is in a safe enough condition 
to be stopped within the distance 
provided by the law so the alarm- 
ing toll of traffic accidents may be 
materially curtailed. 

“The hand brake is an important 
feature of any motor vehicle, and is 
particularly useful for safe parking. 
However, it is possible to park motor 
vehicles safely without resort to the 
hand brake, and if a motor vehicle 
is equipped with safe service brakes, 
lights, horn and rear view mirror 2&8 
specified by the Vehicles and Highway 
Traffic Act it can be passed as safe 
for the purpose of Alberta’s 1950 ve- 
hicle inspection campaign.”

1908 one district was visited by a 
ruinous hail storm. Mr. Dennis ex- 
pressed his personal sympathy to each 
of the farmers, cancelled the. inter- 
est for that year and extended the 
time of payment.

Two main things have fanned the 
flames of national disunity in the 
Past; one the conscription issue, the 
other, regional economic disparity due 
to our geographic situation. Both 
have been seizied upon by (politicians 
to serve their ends and with very re- 
grettable results. We can confidently 
assert that from this point forward 
the conscription problem is a dead 
issue. Now that Canada is looked 
upon as a focal point in any future 
war those who formerly fought con- 
scription wil] be in the forefront to 
‘take up arms in the national defence. 
‘Thus one great former field of con- 
troversy, which has been disruptive of 
national unity , falls by the wayside, 
. As to regional disputes, which have 
often taken the form of threats of 
secession and annexation these too 
are yielding to enlightened govern- 
mental measures which more and 
more ameliorate former inequalites, 
There’s a lot more to be thought 
out and fought out on these lines but 
in the meantime no matter what 
circumstances arise, there is good 
grounds to believe that present trend 
can head off regional quarrels which 
foster national disunity. Let’s keep 
the roa@wide open. 

But beyond all this is the larger 
picture. We can confidently assert 
that today we have reached a new 
national soverignty. With the right 
to deal wholly with our constitution; 
the right of final appeal wholly with- 
in our own courts; with a finalized 
status of Canadian citizenship and 
the right to determine the charter of 
our own national flag, can anyone 
dispute that we are at last on the 
highroad among the important na- 
tions of the globe. [The path of-real 
national unity widens as we con- 
template this new and larger picture, 

So the time is now ripe for a new 
and inspiring campaign to achieve the 
fullest national unity, Since the week- 
ly press of Canada reaches right to 
the grass roots of nationa] ser@,.cnt 
and opinion it would be a grend thing 
for the campaign to begin under 
their auspices. It is generally accept- 
ed that what we do not fully under- 
‘stand we are usually against. It is
